In an interview with tomorrow’s issue of the 
October magazine, published today by the Middle East News Agency, President Sadat said : “I have no hope at all that this 
statement (on peace principles) will be issued. Therefore we will have another stand.”

He suggested in a radio in- 
terview that the Rafah salient 
off northern Sinai -- where a 
dozen Israeli settlements exist 
-- could be exchanged in re- 
turn for areas in Israel's sou- 
thern Negev desert. 

Reports of a similar Israeli 
offer to Egypt aroused a public 
storm here and Mr. Begin hur- 
riedly denied them. 

He said the talks would in- 
clude “a lot of ups and downs. 
There will be a lot of barga- 
ining. There might sometimes 
be an atmosphere of crisis, but 
£ believe that the final result 
will be an agreement between 
Israel and Egypt." 


President Sadat's remarks sh- 
owed bitterness over the lack 
of agreement between Egypt 
and Israel on the two major 
problems obstructing progress 
towards a Middle East settle- 
ment - the Palestinian probl- 
em and Jewbh settlements in 
occupied Arab territories. 

Yesterday Mr. Sadat said 
differences with Israel on the 
two issues were endangering 
the Middle East peace-making 
process. 

In his interview with Octo- 
ber magazine he complained 
that Israel was not responding 
positively to his peace initiati- 
ves, saying:* “This (Israeli stand) 
could turn against the Jews 
and then they will complain 
again of a wave of hatred, bit- 
terness and suspicion against 
them ... thb will be a great 
loss for Israel which it will not 
make good in hundreds of ye- 
ars.”

Major projects announced 
on eve of Marka opening

AMMAN, Jan, 14 — An inter-Arab institution to provide tra- 
ining in computer and telecommunications technology is just 
one of four major projects to be undertaken at Jordan’s new 
Polytechnic Institute at Marka, the Director Dr. Fayez Su- 
heimat disclosed in an exclusiye interview with the Jordan 
Times today. 

Dr. Suheimat made his announcement while flags were 
already being hoisted on the campus in preparation for the 
formal opening of the Polytechnic on Sunday by His Majesty 
King Hussein. 

The new computer institute, to service the whole of the 
Middle East, was apparently decided on at a conference 0/ 
Arab education ministers at Abu Dhabi at the end of last 
year. 

The 517 million needed for its construction will be raised 
by the Kuwait-based Arab Fund, and Dr. Suheimat hopes that 
the institute will be in operation within a year. 

The director also revealed that a 3,000 square metre man- 
ufacturing unit will be built at Marka to proride laboratory 
equipment for schools in Jordan. It will cost an estimated JD 
^ million and will have the capacity to proride for nearly all 
Jordan's needs in this area. 

In addition to this an audio-visual aids centre will also 
be located at Marka. This will train students and also provide 
materials for schools and television. It will cost about JD 
1 million. Dr. Suheimat said. 

Existing facilities at the Polytechnic are meanwhile in 
the process of being expanded so that the student intake can 
be doubled to 1,000. 

King Hussein will take advantage of his visit to the Poly- 
technic to celebrate Arbor day at Marka. 


~ He said that following his 
peace moves, Israel made three 
mistakes: "First they assume

President Sadat said: ‘T ha- 
ve offered (Israeli Premier Me- 
na chem) Begin security and le- 
gality and I received nothing 
in exchange ... I have prefer- 
red my hand with honesty and 
the rest depends upon them. 

“Israel will be the loser, un- 
doubtedly, but as far as we 
are concerned we have done 
our best." 


“My peace initiative 
has not ended” 

President Sadat, speaking of 
his historic visit to Jerusalem 
last November, said: "My ini- 
tiative is not like the (Jerusa- 
lem) King David Hotel, which 
Begin blew up during his yo- 
uthL" 

He said Mr. Begin could not 
blow up Mr. Sadat's peace ini- 
tiative "without blowing up hi- 
mself and others for hundreds 
of years. "But my peace initi- 
ative has not ended and will 
have far more far-reaching ef- 
fects than we all imagine ...” 

President Sadat said the Is- t 
raelis believed that the seizure 
of territories would provide 
them with security "but did te- 
rritories give them security and 
peace ... no ..." 


A game and a puzzle 

President Sadat ridiculed Is- 
rael’s approach to a comprehe- 
nsive Middle East settlement, 
saying*. “When you discuss with 
the Jews the Middle East situ- 
ation, they produce out of the- 
ir pockets this puzzle called 
secure boundaries. 

“If we tell them “we under- 
stand your problems and will 
accept you among us and give 
you peace and legality," they 
just nod their heads saying *we 
believe you absolutely* ... but 
they ask about the nature of 
peace." 1 

"They play the game of se- 
cure boundaries. When this is 
over, they day a new game cal- 
led the nature of peace." 

Mr. Sadat attacked Mr. Be- 
gin's proposals to creat a belt 
of settlements around Israel. 

"A belt of settlements from 
others' lands and others' sove- 
reignty for the sake of Israel’s 
lands and sovereignty?" he as-' 
ked. 

"It is a puzzle which we ha- 
ve rejected and must reject 
now." 

The Egyptian leader said the 
stand of Israel’s leadership was 
based on imposing on the Ara- 
bs “something that they will 
reject. That means the Israeli 
leadership knows beforehand 
the Arabs will reject them (the 
Israeli proposals) ..." 

Political talks between the 
Egyptian and Israeli foreign mi- 
nisters begin in Jerusalem on 
Monday. Western diplomats 
said some kind of breakthrou- 
gh was essential if Mr. Sadat's

BEIRUT, Jan. 14 (AFP). — Fo- 
ur gunmen invaded the press 
room of the pro-Libyan news- 
paper Al Kifah Ai Arabi early 
today and threw a grenade 
that killed a printer. 

The presses were wrecked. 

A few hours earlier, a bomb 
exploded at the entrance of 
the weekly Al Hadaf printed by 
the Popular Front for the Li- 
beration of Palestine (PFLP), 
the spearhead of hardline gue- 
rrilla groups rejecting peace 
negotiations with Israel. 

Meanwhile rival faction trad- 
ed artillery fire in southern- 
most Lebanon last night, shatt- 
ering the calm that had preva- 
iled there for two and a half 
months, well-informed sources 
said here today. 

The shelling took place in 

the Marjayoun region of the 


eastern part of the border wi- 
th Israel. 

It pitted Palestinians and the- 
ir Lebanese leftist allies in the 
villages of Khyam and Taibey 
against conservative Lebanese 
Christians backed by Israeli ar- 
tillery reportedly deployed in- 
side the frontier. 

The Christians were based in 
Marjayoun the sources said. 

According to United Nations 
observers recently back from 
a tour of the border area, Is- 
raeli troops, which pulled out 
of Southern Lebanon in Sep- 
tember, maintained six staging 
points inside Lebanon. 

It was not immediately kn- 
own how many were hurt in 
the fighting, nor was it clear 
what triggered it. A ceasefire 
has been in effect in the area 
since Sept. 26, and had been 
holding well.

Vance may play 
i mp or tant role 

They added that U.S. Sec- 
retary of State Cyrus Vance 
might play an important role 
at the meeting. 

Mr. Vance leaves Washing- 
ton for Jerusalem tonight and 
is due to visit Cairo on Wed- 
nesday before returning home. 

U.S. officials in Washington 
said Mr. Vance would inter- 
vene to push U.S. views on a 
settlement if the Israeli and 
Egyptian foreign ministers fail- 
ed to reach agreement. 

They said specifically he wo- 
uld urge the two sides to ad- 
opt an Interim solution to the 
Palestinian problem. 

Egypt wants the Jerusalem 
meeting to produce a “declara- 
tion of principles" governing a 
comprehensive settlement to 
clear the way for participati- 
on in the talks by Jordan, oth- 
er Arab states and the Pales- 
tinians. 

But public statements by bo- 
th sides have emphasised that 
overcoming 30 years of hatred 
and hostility was no mean ta- 
sk. 

Mr. Sadat listed seven poin- 
ts -- Egypt's known security 
proposals -- and when it came 
to an eighth and final point 
said : "Eight, if these guarant- 
ees are not enough, will it not 
be enough to issue a declara- 
tion of agreement on peaceful 
coexistence, opening the bor- 
ders and normalising relations?" 

The eighth point appeared to 
be in answer to Israel’s repea- 
ted requests to know what ki- 
nd of peace it would be gett- 
ing. Israel is anxious to have 
diplomatic, trade and other re- 
lations with the Arab world 
in any peace settlement 

Sadat fists eight 
security points 

The eight points put forw- 
ard by Mr. Sadat were : 

1. Demilitarised zones on eith- 
er side of the border in pro- 
portion to tile size of Egypt 


and Israel. 

2. Early warning stations — 
but not manned by Israelis on 
the Egyptian side or Egyptians 
on the Israeli side. 

3. A zone of limited armamen- 
ts 

4. A limited forces zone -- size 
to be negotiated. 

5. International emergency fo- 
rces along the border up to 
Sharm Al Sheikh. 

6. The Gulf of Aqaba to be an 
international waterway. 

7. Formation of a joint Egyp- 
tian-Israeli committee, with or 
without United Nations super- 
vision, to meet regularly atte- 
mpting between El Arish and 
Bersheeba.

Sadat denies 
saying Israel 
must burn its 
settlements 

CAIRO, Jan. 14 (R). — An 
Egyptian official spokesman 
has denied that President An- 
war Sadat said Israel should 
bum its settlements before wi- 
thdrawing in the event of a 
Middle East peace, the influen- 
tial Cairo newspaper Al-Gom- 
bouria said today. 

It said the spokesman was 
commenting on reports from. 
Tel Aviv that Israeli Premier 
Menachem Begin had attributed 
tiie remark to President Sadat 
at a political meeting. 

The spokesman said Presid- 
ent Sadat had never said Isra- 
eli settlements should be bur- 
nt and that he only told the 
Cairo October magazine he 
was asked by the Israelis what 
they should do with their air- 
ports in Sinai. 

President Sadat told them:.. 
"Plough them before you lea- 
ve," the spokesman said acc- 
ording to Al-Gomhouria.

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President Wilson 
must be turning over 
in his grave 

We are shocked and flabbergasted by the report 
in a Lebanese magazine that the United States is 
offering financial aid to those Middle East states 
that would accept Palestinians as part of a Middle 
East settlement If this report is true, it would mark 
a low point in the morality of American foreign 
policy, for the following reasons : 

1 - It has always been a pillar of Zionist 
deception that the Palestinian people can be easily 
resettled throughout the Arab countries, and that 
they should be so resettled to alleviate their home- 
lessness and statelessness. This is only the Zionist 
mind’s way of trying to make the Palestinian reality 
disappear, on the assumption that if you resettle the 
Palestinians throughout the Arab World, you make 
their problem go away. For the Americans now to 
give credence to this deception is bad morality, and 
bad foreign policy. 

2 - One of America’s great presidents, Woodrow 
Wilson, made a speech to Congress on Feb. 11, 1918, 
in which he said the principle of self-determination 
is a guidepost of American policy, adding that "... 
peoples and provinces are not to be bartered about 
from sovereignty to sovereignty as if they were mere 
chattels and pawns in a game...” If the report is true 
of America's offering .money to those states that 
would accept Palestinians, then we have the double 
ignominy of an extraordinary insult to the Palestinian 
and Arab people, as well as to the memory of one 
of America’s more ethically scintillating presidents. 
We can take the insult, because we’re accustomed 
to this sort of thing. We’re not sure, however, 
whether the American people appreciate the full 
damage that is being done to the principles of 
American democratic truths, as embodied so nobly 
in the articles of Wilsonian Justice. Is this, too, to 
become a casualty of Zionism’s anti-ethical destruc- 
tive appetite? 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 

AL DUSTOUR, on Saturday, said President Anwar Sadat's 
statement, in Friday's interview with the Jerusalem Post, can 
be regarded as a clear and strong warning to Israel which he 
blames for wasting the essential drive of his peace initiative by 
its intransigent policy of demanding control over the occupied 
territories. President Sadat emphasises that he does not regret 
having embarked on his initiative but, he also emphasises, he 
cannot sacrifice Arab rights even as a price for the success of 
his initiative. It seems Israel is incapable of understanding that 
the differences among the Arabs, which President Sadat’s ini- 
tiative created, will not prevent the ultimate re-unification of 
Arab policy and that perhaps the failure of the initiative may 
quicken such a re-unification which will leave Israel to be bla- 
med alone for the failure of peace. But also,' one. must add, if 
the United States does not prevent Israeli intransigence from 
destroying the peace effort it also will have to share the blame. 
Whatever happens, however, Egypt will not be abandoned by 
the Arabs if Israel succeeds in aborting President Sadat's peace 
initiative.

Qf— -What role do ytiu see 
Jordan playing' on the road to 
an overall settlement? 

A— Jordan, as one of the 
confrontation states, has a ro- 
le in the context of an over- 
all comprehensive settlement 
Peace cannot be achieved wi- 
thout Arab u nanimi ty. But I 
don’t see a role for Jordan to 
play under the shadow of se- 
parate deals. 

Q — For years you and Sadat 
have wanted a Palestinian so- 
lution in the. context of a Pa- 
lestinian state on the West 
Bank and Gaza, closely linked 
to Jordan. Is that still your 
position? 

A — 1 said in the past and 
repeat now we will accept an- 
ything agreed upon between 
the Palestinians and the Jor- 
danians. 

Q — With the PLO harden- 
ing its position and moving 
toward George Habash’s PFLP, 
they are not bringing the pro- 
spects of a Palestinian state 
any nearer. If the PLO wants 
to enter the negotiating pro- 
cess, shouldn't it be rethink- 
ing its position? 

A— Faced with current de- 
velopments, It seems to me 
the PLO is left with but a 
single choice - - namely to

consolidate national Palestin- 
ian unity and to reinforce its 
struggle to achieve an indep- 
endent state. 

Q — An armed struggle? 

A— -I don’t -mean that strug- 
gle is by force of arms only. 
Struggle for national causes 
throughout history has never 
been by armed force alone but 
has taken on various forms - - 
military, political, economic 
and otherwise. In any event, 
Tm not trying to determine 
for the Palestinians how they 
should conduct their struggle. 
This is the PLO's responsibili- 
ty. 

Q — Begin says he will ne- 
gotiate anything except Isra- 
el's destruction - - and since 
he maintains that the PLO se- 
eks Israel’s annihilation, he 
won’t deal with the organisa- 
tion. Do you believe the PLO 
stands for Israel’s destruction? 

A— Let him address himself 
to the PLO. Let him say to the 
PLO's Executive Committee, 
“I want to negotiate with you 
but not on the destruction of 
Israel" and let him hear their 
answer. 

Q — Will Begin then be fa- 
vourably impressed? 

A — This is the business of 
the PLO and Israel, not mine. 

Q — After Sinai n you told 
roe Palestinian guerrillas wo- 
uld be allowed to launch raids 
into Israel from Syrian terri- 
tory but none took place. This 
authorisation has been repea- 
ted by some of your ministers 
recently. What is your posi- 
tion? 


A— The same permission st- 
ands. But we have to remem- 
ber that the Israeli military 
measures facing the Syrian 
front have always been very 
vigilant so perhaps the reason 
why raids have not taken pla- 
ce is technical. 

Q — How many Palestinians 
do you believe a West Bank- 
Gaza state could absorb in ad- 
dition to the 1.1 million al- 
ready living there? 

A — Maybe not a large num- 
ber but that will not be neces- 
sary anyway because under 
UN resolutions refugees sho- 
uld have the choice of comp- 
ensation or returning to their 
dwellings from which they 
were evicted in 1948. 

Q — If the Arab confronta- 
tion states -do not agree with 
Begin’s 26-point peace plap. 
don’t you think it’s now in- 
cumbent upon Israel’s neigh- 
bours to come up with their 
own peace plan? 

A — We have come up with 
our peace plan since the 1973 
war. We said real peace me- 
ans withdrawal from terri- 
tories occupied in 1967, recog- 
nition of Palestinian rights 
and the end of the state erf 
war. Nothing could be clearer. 
And we were ready to go to 
Geneva to implement this wh- 
en Sadat went off on a tan- 
gent. 

Q — The Israelis have left 
the door open to self-determ- 
ination on the West Bank in 
the future and they have not 
rejected withdrawal in princ- 
iple after a fixed period of 
time. Isn’t thia worth explor- 
ing? 

A — These are statements 

that I am not aware erf but 
what is known to us and what 
is certain is that Israel has 
no Intention of withdrawing 
from all the territories taken 
over in '67 and insists on sta- 
ying in the West Bank and 
Gaza. It even says that these 
territories are part of greater 
Israel while pretending to le- 
ave the question of final so- 
vereignty for the future. This 
was stressed by the Israeli 
authorities themselves during 
recent developments. And 
what’s known of the Begin 
plan confirms this. So I think 
you’re misinformed. 

Q— Opponents, adversaries, 

enemies are talking to each 
other all over the world. Why 
shouldn’t Arabs and Israelis? 

A— After the 1973 war Ara- 


bs accepted and agreed to ne- 
gotiate on the basis of UN re- 
solutions and under the UN 
umbrella- So we have not re- 
fused to talk. It was in this 
context that the Geneva con- 
ference was conceived under 
the qvli»innqnshl p of tile tWO 

superpowers. However what’s 
under way now Is very far 
from this concept and also 
fax removed from internation- 
al legitimacy and UN resolu- 
tions. 

Q— What exactly are the 
Arabs generally and Syria in 
particular prepared to do ab- 
out peace today? 

A— We have nothing more 
to do now than what we have 
already done since 1973, that 
still stands. It’s my view that 
Interaction and reaction are 
now taking place in the re- 
gion and with time these will 
shake down into their final 
shape. The movement toward 


far told me last bright that to 
was convinced Washington had 
advance knowledge of Sadat's 
initiative. I tried to disabuse 
him of this notion. He also 
concluded that by backing Sa- 
dat, the U.S. must have rea- 
lised the repercussions in the 
region and therefore the UJS. 
must be in favour of a no- 
war-no-peace situation. Does 
this mean that you feel the 
U.S. role of “honest interme- 
diary” which you praised 
when I last saw you In July, 
has been overtaken by events? 

A— Wen, UJ5. backing erf 
Sadat’s moves does not serve 
the cause of peace. And it ap- 
pears that tiie U.S. is now 
confining its own moves and 
role to the framework of Sa- 
dat’s initiative. That’s obvious, 
to any observer and not at all 
helpful if the aim Is to bring 
about a c om prehensive settle- 
ment.

peace is now at a standstill. 
This may continue for a time 
which Is difficult to measure 
now. It's also difficult to de- 
termine in what way this mo- 
vement will take place in the 
future. However ,1 want to 
reemphasise that peace rema- 
ins our goal and we shall co- 
ntinue to strive for it as much 
as we can -- but it must be 
a just one in the full sense 
of the word. 

Q — Then why did you Join 
the Rejectionist Front count- 
ries at the recent Tripoli sum- 
mit in Libya? 

A — What took place was 
definitely not a Rejectionist 
Front It was the Front of Ar- 
ab Steadfastness. We decided 
not to retreat in the face of 
the Zionist offensive and to 
persevere because the moves 
now taking place in the region 
embody a conspiracy against 
the Arab nation with the ob- 
jective of imposing its capit- 
ulation. And we wQl not al- 
low this conspiracy to pass. 
We will defeat it. In the first 
article of our statement at 
tile end of the Tripoli summit, 
we said that Sadat had dest- 
royed peace efforts. We didn’t 
say we were against peace. 
Therefore there are no rejec- 
tionist states. 

C^—Your information minis- 


Q — What would be the po- 
int of another anti-Sadat sum- 
mit so soon after Tripoli as 
proposed by Algeria? 

A — We’re now in the cour- 
se of working for the conso- 
lidation of the national Arab 
Steadfastness Front which we 
formed at Tripoli. The exact 
details of what will be dis- 
cussed at the new summit are 
now being considered in bila- 
teral meetings, such as the 
ones President Boumedienne of 
Algeria conducted in Baghdad 
and Damascus this week. 

Q — Behind the PLO, say 
Western critics, stand such 
radical states as Syria, Iraq, 
Libya and Southern Yemen 
and behind these states stands 
the Soviet Union. This is the 
line of subversion, they argue, 
that Moscow hopes to estab- 
lish’ close to the oQ jugular 
of West Europe, the U.S. and 
Japan. Do you feel comfort- 
able in such as alliance? 

A — The Soviet Union is me- 
rely standing on our side for 
our struggle to liberate the 
occupied territories and to en- 
sure Palestinian rights. No 
more, no less. The assessment 
of this s tand by all those co- 
ncerned with peace in the re- 
gion, whether they are in Eu- 
rope or the U.S* should be » 
positive one; 
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U.S. has no business 
passing judgment on 
nuclear sale to Iraq, 
says French ministry 

PARIS, Jan. 14 (R). — France said yesterday the United States had no bu- 
siness passing judgment on its proposed sale of an experimental nuclear 
reactor to Iraq. The Foreign Ministry said France would decide its own 
policy on nuclear exports, while respecting international agreements. “We 
have no intention of consulting anybody on the principles or moralities of 
our exports of nuclear installations, a ministry statement said. 


Government sources said 
the statement was prompted 
by remarks by the State De- 
partment spokesman at a bri- 
efing in Washington when ask- 
ed about an American press 
report that France would sup- 
ply enriched uranium to Iraq. 

Hie American spokesman 
said the U.S. had not yet ad- 
opted a position about the pro- 
posed French deal with Iraq, 
because it did not have the 
details. 

Its attitude would depend 
on the type of reactor, mate- 
rials involved and safeguards 
applied, he said.

Sen. Humphrey - - Happy Warrior to the en 


WAVERLY, Minnesota, Jan. 
14 (R). — Sen. Hubert Hum- 
phrey, Vice President of the 
United States from 1965 lo 
1969 and a powerful force in 
Washington politics for the 
past 30 years, died at his ho- 
me here last night, aged 66. 

He had been ill with cancer 
for the last two years and 
surgeons decided last August 
that they could not operate on 
cancer in his pelvis. 

Mr. Humphrey, the "Happy 
Warrior*’ of U.S. politics who 
fought three unsuccessful cam- 
paigns for the presidency, had 
been confined to his home sin- 
ce Dec. 23. 

His wife Muriel, his three so- 
ns and daughter were at the 
bedside when he died in a 
coma. 

Mr. Humphrey, altough gau- 
nt and haggard from painful 
cancer treatments, had fought 
against his illness with the 
same buoyancy and courage 
which he displayed throughout 
his political career. 

Even after his cancer was 
deemed inoperable, be threw 
himself into his Congressional 
work and gained the cheers 
UJS. Sen. Hubert Humphrey, who died of cancer on Friday night, - even of those Americans who 
in a photogr ap h taken before Ids Alness. 


fll 


doubted his liberal philosophi- 
es. 

"Everybody who has cancer 
gets depressed, but you have 
to fight it,” he said. “Do you 
know my solution? Just work. 
Work all the time." 

In his long career he was 
responsible for introducing mo- 
re than 1.000 bills, including 
much trail-blazing legislation 
on trade unions, social welfare, 
agriculture and medical faci- 
lities for the aged. 

He was always ready to take 
up the cause of the downtrod- 
den, the unemployed, the bla- 
cks and any other group he fe- 
lt needed a voice in Congress. 

Mr. Humphrey launched st- 
rong presidential campaigns in 
1960, 1968 and 1972 and came 
closest to the White House in 
1968 when he led the Democr- 
ats -- divided over Vietnam 
war policy - to a surprisingly 
narrow defeat by Republican 
Richard Nixon. 

Mr. Humphrey's Administra- 
tive Assistant, Mr. David Gar- 
tner. today said the senator's 
body would be flown to Wash- 
ington this morning and would 
lie in state in the Capitol Ro- 
tunda, the seat of Congress. 


It would later be returned 
to the state Capitol in St. Pa- 
ul, Minnesota, for a similar 
ceremony before burial, he sa- 
id. 

A man of courage 

President Carter today hail- 
ed Sen. Humphrey as an exam- 
ple of generosity, sincerity, 
hope and courage. 

The president and Vice Pre- 
sident Mondale both praised 
the Minnesota Democrat’s in- 
tegrity in dying as well as in 
living, in victory as well as de- 
feat. 

President Carter said m a 
statement issued by the White 
House: “From time to time our 
nation is blessed by the pre- 
sence of men and women who 
bear the mark of greatness, 
who help up see a better vis- 
ion of what we can become. 
Hubert Humphrey was such a 
man.” 

Mr. Carter added; "In vic- 
tory and in defeat he set an 
example of generosity, since- 
rity and hODe. The only thing 
more courageous than the way 
in which he led his life was 
the manner in which he left 
it.” 


Humble ori gfag 

Sen. Hubert Horatio Humphrey 
came from humble origins in a 
small prairie town in the Mid- 
West. He was bom on May 
27, 1911, in the town of Wal- 
lace, South Dakota. His father 
was a pharmacist of Welsh 
Jescent, and he once recalled: 
"l was bom above a drugstore 
(chemist’s shop) and raised in- 
side one.” 

When he was four, the fa- 
mily moved to the town of 
Doland, South Dakota. The 
Great Depression hit his fath- 
er badly and the family suffer- 
ed years of financial hardship, 
struggling to keep the phar- 
macy business going. 

Mr. Humphrey entered the 
University of Minnesota in 
1929 but left in his second ye- 
ar because his father could 
not afford to support him. He 
took a quick course in pharma- 
cy instead and for the next 
six years worked in the fa- 
mily shop. 

In 1936 he married Muriel 
Fay Buck, daughter of a Sou- 
th Dakota dairy dealer, and 
returned to Minnesota to stu- 
dy political science. 

Rejected by the U.S. army 


and navy because of colour- 
blindness and a double hernia, 
he spent the war years as sta- 
re director for war production 
training and assistant state 
director of the War Manpower 
Commission in Minnesota. 

In 1913 be mitered politi- 
cs, standing for mayor of the 
city of Minneapolis and losing 
narrowly. Two years later he 
stood again and won. 

Mr. Humphrey gained a re- 
putation as a reformist mayor, 
with a successful campaign 
against local brothels and 
small-time mobsters, and was 
elected for a second term. 

In 1948 he became the first 
Democrat ever to be elected 
to the U.S. Senate from Minne- 
sota. That year at the Demo- 
cratic Party’s National Con- 
vention he offended a large 
number of Southerners by spe- 
aking out strongly in favour of 
equal rights for all races. 

"The time has come for Am- 
erica to wash its dirty face,” 
he declared. 

But the brashness with wh- 
ich he launched himself on 
Washington soon mellowed in 
the Senate, and be emerged as 
a prolific and untiring promot- 
er of legislation on labour, so- 


cial wdfare, ' medical h 
for the aged, and agtU

Hebron and Kiryat Arba, 
March 17, 1976: The Jerusalem 
Post (March 18) reported that 
clashes involving residents of 
Kiryat Arba and Hebron had 
occurred in Hebron the previous 
day. Yediot Ahronot (March 
18) added that the Israel "De- 
fence" Forces (IDF) would in- 
vestigate the actions of Kiryat 
Arba residents who, on instruc- 
tions from their leader Rabbi 
Moshe Levinger. went into 
Hebron and fired shots into the 
air. Additional information was 
not published until the next 
week. On March 23, Moshe Ta- 
lmond reported in AJ Hamish- 
mar that the settlers, headed 
by Rabbi Levinger, went to 


Hebron on March 17, lit a fire, 
fired shots at young Arabs who 
surrounded them and took fo- 
ur 14-year-old boys back to 
.Kiryat Arba as hostages. The 
boys claimed they were beat- 
en and had dogs set on them 
-- and showed bite-marks on 
their bodies. The incident was 
the main reason for the deci- 
sion to ban Rabbi Levinger fr- 
om entering Hebron (rather 
than his T.V. statement that 
the settlers should fire on Heb- 
ron residents if provoked) and, 
the reporter claimed, caused a 
storm among Kiryat Arba re- 
sidents. In an interview pub- 
lished the next day in Yediot 
Ahronot, Rabbi Levinger stat- 
ed: "On that day of the riots, 
we went down to Hebron and, 
thanks to this, the IDF was 
able to restore normal life in 
the town quickly.” He denied 
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holding hostages but commen 
ted: "Our people held (some) 
Arabs for a short time, until 
they finished arranging their 
matters. We then took the 
Arabs to the police." The spo- 
kesman for the settlers, Yigal 
Klein, told the Jerusalem Post 
(March 22) “that they had mo- 
ved in after receiving reports 
that a 1,000 Arabs were ston- 
ing their restaurant near the 
Tomb of the Patriarchs. The 
soldiers in town did not inter- 
vene, he claimed, so the Kiryat 
Arba settlers went into Heb- 
ron, chased Arab stone-throw- 
ers through the alleys, beat 
them up and handed 50 over 
to the military government. 
Army and police commanders 
had put settlers in charge of 
quarters and one commander 
gave them 3,000 bullets which 
they still had,” Klein added. 

In an article analysing the 
March 20 resignation of May- 
or Sheikh Ja’bari (which he 
withdrew on March 22) and 
the tension apparent in Heb- 
ron, Mordechai Artsieli of Ye- 
diot Ahronot (March 24) add- 
ed further details. 

“Rabbi Levinger and his sup- 
porters say only a strong hand 
will teach the descendants of 
the 1929 murderers how to be- 
have - - so the settlers went to 
Hebron armed, beat persons 
with clubs and chains, took 
three hostages (and held them 
in a shelter for three hours), 
removed Ja’bari’s son B urban 
from his car and beat him ba- 
dly 'because he is Ja’bari’s son’ 
and used a trained dog in or- 
der to flush the stone-throwers 
out of the market’ But they 
reached peak when they forc- 
ed, under threat of aims. She- 
ikh Rajab Bayud, a Moslem 
religious court judge (mufti), 
to remove an obstacle of sto- 
nes placed on the road l?y yo- 
uths. The judge told Artsieli: 
*1 came out of the Tomb of the 
Patriarchs following prayers, 
with several other persons. 
We reached the barrier placed 
on the road by youths, and 
there were Kiryat Arba resi- 
dents standing there. They kn- 
ew who I was and they dem- 
anded that I remove the ston- 
es from the road. I refused. I 
said it was not my role, as a 
religious personage, to remo- 
ve stones from the road. They 
threatened me with arms. Then 
I instructed the persons with 
me to remove the stones. But 
the Kiryat Arba residents pre- 
vented them from doing this. 
They demanded that I remove 
than with my own hands. I 
had no choice. They threaten- 
ed me with arms. I remember- 
ed a picture I once saw of how 
the Nazis forced religious Jews 
with beards to clean streets. 

I shall never forget this blow. 
Never.* -- Extremely reliable 
circles in the military govern- 
ment confirmed this story, as 
they confirmed the story ab- 
out the trained dog and other 
actions, which were meant ‘to 
, teach a lesson and demonstra- 
te presence.’ ... The anger of 
the Hebron ites is not directed 
at the IDF -- believing that 
the soldiers of all armies do 
not act properly. Their hosti- 
lity is directed at Kiryat Arba 
and the settlers’ behaviour 
vis-a-vis the mufti has given 
this hostility depth of feeling.” 
Sheikh Ja’bari also asserted 
that Kiryat Arba settlers us- 
ed dogs against the Arabs and 
a Hebron doctor Stated that 
he had treated several Arabs 
for dog bites, claiming that 
three people were . bitten in 
Kiryat Arba and seven on the , 
streets of Hebron. Ja’bari com- 


mented: "Anybody who thinks 
such settlements could be the 
basis for peaceful coexistence 
is mistaken." (London Tunes, 
March 26). 

Rabbi Levinger’s statements 
and actions were sharply den- 
ounced in the Knesset on Mar- 
ch 22 and 24. Then Defence Min- 
ister Shimon Peres called him "a 
new-style Napoleon issuing 
orders to the armed forces. 
He should be in the House of 
Learning, not on television.” 
(Jerusalem Post, March 25) 
National Religious Party Minis- 
ter Raphael and. Likud mem- 
bers Menachem Begin, Geula 
Cohen and Yitzhak Shamir al- 
so criticised his statements. 
Begin commented that instruc- 
tions to open fire “may by law 
be issued only by the armed 
forces of the state.” (Jerusalem 
Post, March 22). The govern- 
ment decided to prosecute Ra- 
bbi Levinger in military court, 
an unprecedented step. (He 
was later acquitted). 

On March 24, Dr. LeRoy 
Fries en (an American volunte- 
er worker in Jerusalem) rece- 
ived detailed testimony from a 
young man who said that he 
had been taken to Kiryat Arba 
on March 17 and set-upon by 
a dog. This testimony was not 
made public until May 11, 
when it was published in the 
journal Em da. The testimony 
of Ziad Yusuf Ibrahim Sayed 
Ahmad, a 25-year-old worker 
in Hebron, was synopsised in 
Em da: "At 10 am. on Wednes- 
day, March 17, 1 was sitting 
at the door of my brother’s 


shop ... A pick-up truck stop- 
ped in front of the shop and 
five people from Kiryat Arba 
... got out. Threatening me wi- 
th a gun, they forced me and 
another man to get into the 
vehicle. Inside was a third 
man who showed signs of blo- 
ws. They told me that we we- 
re going to the military gov- 
ernor, but when I~ shouted that 
we were going in the opposite 
direction they hit me in the 
face. When we reached Kiryat 
Arba we were forced to get 
out of the car and undress in 
front of a group of 20 men 
and boys. One of them was 
a rabbi and he gave instruc- 
tions. They took my identity 
card, 150 lira, and the photo- 
copy of a document which 
shows that my grandfather he- 
lped to save Jews during the 
riots in Hebron in 1929. The 
rabbi cursed my grandfather 
and said to me, ‘stuff the pa- 
per in your ass.’ A man by the 
name of Avraham grabbed bo- 
ld of my arm, bolding the dog 
in his other hand: *If you 

threw stones today, say so and 
you can go borne. If you lie 
to us the dog will know what 
to do.* When I said that I had 
not thrown stones, Avraham 
released the dog which bit 
me on my left arm. Another 
man in Orthodox dress named 
Eliezar repeated the question: 
We want to live in peace with 
you; say who threw the ston- 
es.’ When I refused to reply, 
the dog was released again and 
bit me on the fingers of my le- 
ft hand. I should at them to 


stop and thei response was bl- 
ows on my back and right leg. 
Later they forced the three of 
us to enter a shelter with 
Eliezar. Two of us were still 
naked. Eliezar ordered us to 
lean against the wall stand- 
ing on one leg. He hit us with 
a dog’s chain. When I shouted 
Tn God’s name, please stop 
hitting us!’ be shouted at us, 
*You do not have a god!* He 
ordered me to kneel and hit 
me in the face. Later we were 
ordered to get dressed within 
two minutes. We did not have 
time because of our wounds, 
arid we were beateft again: We 
were ordered to lie in the back 
of the pick-up truck with our 
heads down ... (At the military 
govemate) we were handed 
over to Capt. Shaul.” Emda 
noted that the military doctor 
gave Ziad Yusif five stitches 
and he remained in the Heb- 
ron hospital four more days. 
This testimony was. corroborat- 
ed by Yehuda Litani of Ha’Are- 
ts (May 6) in a separate Inter- 
view with Ziad Yusif. litani 
noted that the youth had wor- 
ked in Kiryat Arba in 1969 on 
ground clearance and in 1975 
in the block factory, and so 
he was familiar with the su- 
burb and could identify some 
of its residents by name. Lita- 
ni then interviewed one of the 
Kiryat Arba residents whom 
the youth had identified. This 
man stated: “We did beat them 
and we beat them hard. But 
that was down in the town 
and not in Kiryat Arba ...We 
hit them murderous blows do- 


wn in the town but not up in 
the Kiryat. The dog worked 
only in the town and not in 
the Kiryat.' Its psychological 
effect was tremendous. We 
worked till late down in the 
town ...We took these people 
up to the Kiryat not as hos- 
tages, simply our aim was to 
take them to the military go- 
vernment because each one li- 
ke that, that throws stones. 


is worth a few thousanc 
to the government from 
fines they pay after the 
als.” 

No charges were filed 
fast Ziad for stone-dm 
His family persuaded ha 
not file charges against a 
the settlers, fearing re 
tion.
